ITEMS HEDGE Courant, gives some very timely advice relative 
AGAINST INFLATION to the purchase of stamps as a hedge against 
currency inflation. Mr. Byrnes speaks the truth 
when he states “It was demonstrated during the depression that outstanding 
philatelic items retained their purchase value to a greater extent than many 
securities”. The late Arthur Hind was quoted many times as stating that 
his stamp collection proved to be one of his most sound investments and 
doubtless there are many others who could make the same remark. 

However it is to be regretted that there have been so many people who, 
without any knowledge of stamps and stamp collecting, have plunged into 
the gathering of stamps as a matter of investment and have been sadly 
disillusioned. 

People who wish to make such investments should either solicit the ad- 
vice of experienced philatelists or keep hands off entirely. Even then, the 
finding of a collector who would be capable of giving sound advice on such 
a subject would be a very difficult matter and it is doubtless if the investor 
would follow the advice if given.

HILADELPHIA, famed in 
Colonial and Revolutionary 
annals, and one of Ameri- 
ca’s great industrial cen- 
ters, will greet members 
of the Society of Philatelic 

Americans, their families and friends 
at the 47th Annual Convention to be 
held at the Benjamin Franklin Hotel 
from Monday, August 25th to Sun- 
day, August 31st, 1941. Founded in 
1682 by William Penn, the city as 
planned by him had an area of two 
square miles; the present city has an 
arear of over 129,000 square miles, 
with a population of almost 2,000,000. 
Besides being well known for its hos- 
pitality, Philadelphia attracts many 
who are interested in the early his- 
tory of our country, as well as the 
most modern examples of science, art 
and letters. 

Benjamin Franklin’s Grave is in 
Christ Church buria]. ground, south- 
east corner of fifth and Arch Streets. 
It is marked with a flat stone with 
the simple inscription “Benjamin and 
Deborah Franklin”, and is visible 
from the street through an iron fence. 
Many other notables are buried with- 
in the grounds, including Peyton 
Randolph, president of the First Con- 
tinental Congress. 

The Powel House was built by 
Samuel Powel, the last Colonial 
Mayor of Philadelphia, and the first 
after the Revolution. It was con- 
sidered the most beautiful home of

its period in the city, 
and frequently had as 
its guests Washing- 
ton, Lafayette and 
many other notables. 
It is now in the pos- 
session of the Phila.

Bartram’s Garden, 
on the Schuykill Riv- 
er, was the first bo- 
tanic garden in the 
United States, and 
was begun in 1728 by 
John Bartram, des- 
cribed by Linneaus as 
the greatest natural 
botanist in the world. Corr

The collections were 
enriched not only 
through his own ex- 
tensive travels from Canada to Flor- 
ida, but also through his numerous 
scientific correspondents. His repu- 
tation was such that he secured an 
appointment as Botanist to King 
George III prior to the Revolution. 
Little now remains of the original 
collection of trees and plants, but the 
house which the founder built with 
his own hands has been restored by 
the city, which purchased the grounds 
some years ago. 

The Zoological Society of Philadel- 
phia was incorporated in 1859, and 
is the first organization 
formed in this country for 
the purpose of maintaining 
a zoological garden. By its 
charter, it was authorized 
to occupy a portion of Fair- 
mount Park. The mainten- 
ance of the Gardens is pro- 
vided by the admission re- 
ceipts, the dues of members 
and by an annual appropri- 
ation from the city. Its col- 
lection of animals, among 
the finest in the world, con- 
tains about 2400 specimens, 
including 600 mammals,

Presidentials to be Eyed 





Postmaster General Frank C. Wal- 
ker announced on August 4th that the 
Presidential Postage Stamps of the 
values %2c and lc also the current 
Special Delivery Stamp printed by 
the electric-eye method, will be issued 
from the Postoffice at Washington, 
D. C. as well as at the Philatelic 
Agency on September 8th. It is an- 
nounced that there will be no first day 
cover service offered by the depart- 
ment. Collectors who will want these 
stamps on first day covers will have 
to arrange for dealers or friends to 
obtain the stamps and mail them. 

It should have been pointed out to 
many inexperienced collectors long 
ago that the indiscriminate collecting 
of electric-eye stamps is a plain waste 
of money and effort and that the 
stamps will probably have no addi- 
tional value because of the fact that 
you have obtained them with the 
electric-eye markings on the margins. 

This applies of course to those 
stamps which have been issued with 
the electric-eye marks and in no other 
manner. Even then it is questionable 
if any experienced collector would 
place any additional value on such 
covers for the sole reason that wheth- 
er the stamps bear the marks or not, 
the Postoffice Department records 
authenticate the fact that the stamps 
were printed by electric-eye process 
and therefore why place a premium 
on those copies which have the sheet 
markings attached, since whether 
they have the marking attached or 
not, the stamps were printed by elec- 
tric-eye, 

Now with the %c and 1c Presiden- 
tial Stamps to be printed by the elec- 
tric-eye process, if one would want 
these stamps on cover with the sheet

markings, or even if you would keep 
them in your collection with the sheet 
markings attached for proof that they 
are electric-eye stamps, then you 
should also need to have in your col- 
lection in the same manner, copies of 
the stamps as they are now printed 
with margin’s of the sheets attached 
in order that you could show stamps 
that proved by their own viewing 
that one was of the electric-eye print 
and the other of the ordinary print. 
There is just as much sense and as 
much need for collecting any stamp 
with a sheet margin attached, to 
prove or show that it is printed by a 
method other than by the ~ electric- 
eye process, as there is in collecting 
stamps with the margin bearing the 
electric-eye markings, to show that 
the stamp was printed by that proc- 
ess. 











Therefore if you are interested in 
collecting sheet margins, go all the 
way back and collect all your stamps 
with the margins attached. It is just 
as logical as gathering the electric- 
eye marked stamps, unless and only 
in such cases where stamps are 
printed both with the electric-eye and 
without, in which event you need both 
as much as you need either one.

To The Last Man 





Eduardo Abaroa is one of the few 
people who being humble in place all 
their life, in their last few hours 
achieve lasting fame. On February 14, 
1879 the brief war of the Pacific com- 
menced between Chile and Bolivia 
which was to result in the loss to Bo- 
livia of its seacoast and the potentially 
rich provinces there. It all started 
over disputes of the two countries re- 
garding their rights in the district of 
Antofagasta. To philately the war is 
recalled chiefly by Bolivian stamps 
bearing cancels applied by the con- 
querors and Chilean stamps bearing 
Bolivian cancels which were retained 
in use by the Chileans.

The Aside Walks of New York

Ice Cream And Silk Stockings 


Well, last night we paid our first 
additional five cent for an ice cream 
soda. All of the confectioners in our 
small town have raised the price 
from ten to fifteen cent. The cost of 
ice cream has been‘ increased. The 
establishment in which we guzzle our 
favorite chocolate or strawberry con- 
diment happens to be owned by a 
rather fervent stamp collector. The 
more money received on ice cream 
sales always means more money for 
Philately. We have no antipathy for 
an advance in price if it is a logical 
one, and cannot blame our stamp col- 
lector confectioner for making such 
good soda combinations. The fault 
lies with our penchant for indulging 
in such a caprice. It was with much 
interest that we listened to the story 
related by a friend who told us about 
his brother in the hosiery business. 
Woman’s vanity for sheathing her 
legs in sheer gossamer silk has 
created a furore among jobbers and 
dealers in silk stockings. The advance 
in prices has not curtailed the sales 
of hosiery to any extreme. The 
opinion that much of the silk hosiery 
will not be available has practically 
created a run on all stcokings com- 
parable to a stocking market broker- 
age business. The friend related that 
some retail stores will not sell more 
than two pairs to a customer. His 
brother began the day with one item 
at eight dollars per dozen and closed 
at noon by selling the same number 
at twelve dollars per dozen. He 
asserted that friend brother had sold 
out his entire stock at the end of the 
day. We ventured if the statement 
wasn’t a trifle exaggerated, but he 
insisted fully that the supply had 
been sold. Youngsters, and we mean 
the high-school-age young ladies are 
avowing their intentions of wearing 
anklets during the Summer. What 
has this all to do with stamps? 
Merely to point out that we are all 
of us again living in a history mak- 
ing era. 

Already such items as the ice 
cream soda and silk stockings have 
gone up in price. We can only hope 
that the man who makes money sell- 
ing either confectionary or hosiery 
will invest his surplus money in the 
desires of his fancy. Philately is 
pretty equally divided among people 
in all walks of Life. A man who 
founded an enormous linen manufac- 
tory once purchased one of the most 
expensive stamps in the world.

Stamps have always worked their way 
to the top, and maintained a great 
deal of respect with investors because 
of the solidarity of the position. 
Directly or indirectly the demand for 
good Philatelic material will be felt 
soon by almost everyone in the field. 
Material of the better grade is al- 
ready scarce, and sooner or later the 
one who pays the best price will re- 
ceive preference on choice classics. 
Few collectors have ever paid too 
much for a stamp if it is valuable, 
and few Philatelists ever have enough 
stamps when values rise. The ice 
cream soda may be a penchant, the 
silk stocking may prove stylish, and 
so may many other luxuries or 
necessities in our every day routine. 
Watch Philately, and feel sensitively 
aware to its possibilities. It is the in- 
surance of stability for a good many 
morrows to come, and bless its cause, 
it has always survived! 


Migratory Philatelist 


Fifth Ave. Harry Strauss broached 
the subject that there must still be a 
great deal of dormant Philatelic 
material awaiting the buyer who will 
undertake to travel about the coun- 
try. Wending one’s way in and out of 
the Hinterlands via motor car is one 
of the suggested methods. There are 
many folks interested in accomplish- 
ing just such an idea, but the problem 
of a car and the expense involved 
has seldom been compensated enough 
by the material acquired. 


Add Queer Incidents 


It may not always prove correct, 
at least it should not, but a few deal- 
ers were discussing the fact that one 
can sometimes purchase fairly good 
material from out of town small 
stamp stores. The smaller hobby or 
variety store often finds itself so en- 
meshed with details, that prices are 
invariably gauged not by market 
values so much, as they are regulated 
by quantity. It has occurred that 
owners of such stores buy a quantity 
of books wherein may be incorporat- 
ed a lot of correspondence. There 
may be a few bundles of letters with 
a black Jackson stamp on each mis- 
sive, and the dealer will adjudge 
same because there are so many, and 
he can only sell a limited amount to 
his small clientele, and so he usually 
disposes of it all at a lot price. The 
same rule runs both ways when the 
dealer discovers one lone envelope 





bearing a stamp cheaply catalogued, 
Because of his lack of intimacy with 
such material, he may regard it as 
rare, and irrespective of the fact 
that quantities may be available, he 
will ask an unreasonable price for 
the item. 


Giving Credit Where Credit Is Due 


This may sound a bit involved, but 
it nevertheless is a plan capable of 
perhaps helping some club secretaries 
with their financial problems. Times 
being what they are, it is no small 
secret that quite a few stamp club 
members are often delinquent in pay- 
ment of dues. One secretary seems 
to have remedied the matter by 
striking a sort of harmonious balance, 
So that the treasury would not suffer 
because of the problem, the secretary 
has itemized each of the delinquents 
who are worth while assets to the 
club in every other capacity, and he 
has asked the other members who 
can afford same, to simply balance 
the budget by paying their own dues 
in advance until it equals the amount 
of the delinquency. 


Pennies From Heaven 


Tony Zorn is far from being an 
angel, but he is never above having 
his little escapade. The other day, 
Tony amused himself by going 
through one of the buildings in which 
quite a few stamp dealers are housed, 
Instead of proffering his calling card, 
Zorn tossed pennies into the respec- 
tive offices, before entering. Pande- 
monium reigned with bronze cents, 
His latest bit of information is that 
A Sixth Avenue Trading Company 
was auctioned off today, and that the 
half dozen stamp dealers in attend- 
ance at the sale of cameras, novelties 
and stamps, paid pretty spiffy prices 
for ordinary material.

First Day For Defense 
P. O. in Jamaica 


The first instance, to our knowl- 
edge, of covers from Uncle Sam’s 
leased bases bearing “first day” 
markings is that of the Marine De- 
tachment, Portland Bight, Jamaica. 
Covers have July 18 dating and be- 
tween bars of the postmark there is 
the designation, “First Day Cancel”. 
Covers received recently from sub- 
marine base at Charlotte Amalie, 
Virgin Islands bore similar markings 
but this, of course, is a U. S. posses- 
sion. 

Another apparent innovation is the 
numbering of all the Jamaica covers 
although they were not registered 
mail. Numbering is in blue, evidently 
by numbering machine. We also have 
the following information on the Ja- 
maica covers: 

First Day for Letters .............. July 18 
First Day for Registry ........ July 20 


First Day for Parcel Post ..... July 23 

Approximately 1,800 pieces of mail 
were canceled on the first day. Our 
correspondent notes that post office 
opening was delayed four months due 
to insufficient equipment.

World's Craziest Stamps 


It’s a curious fact that the stamps 
of one country which used them with- 
out perforations became the stamps 
of another country which used them 
only in perforated condition; and this 
is the means of telling which coun- 
try’s stamps they are. Prior to the 
Word War the Balkan Austro-Hun- 
garian provinces of Bosnia and Her- 
zegovina had a joint special issues of 
stamps of their own. In 1913 there 
was issued a series of four stamps 
for paying postage upon newspapers 
which were curious in that they 
omitted all inscriptions or indications 
of origin and bore only the figure of 
value. Even the kind of currency was 
not mentioned. They portrayed a Bos- 
nian girl and possibly her good looks 
were considered sufficient for anyone 
to know the country of origin. The 
stamps were issued only imperforate. 
Sarajevo the capital witnessed the 
assassination that started the war and 
in 1918 when peace returned, the 
provinces were within the newly 
formed kingdom of Jugo-Slavia, 
Stamps were needed there, so the 
large supplies of the imperforate 
newspaper stamps were perforated 
and issued as Jugoslavian stamps. No 
change was necessary to the design, 
there was nothing on it to change. 
The girl was now Jugo-Slavian (pro- 
vided she survived the War) and the 
denominations were suitable. So per- 
forated these stamps are Jugo-Sla- 
vian; imperforated they are Bosnian 
stamps. 


Agency Sales for July

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Open Letter. 

Dear Mr. Korthand:—I am writing 
this letter in this manner because I 
think that the question you asked in 
August Stamp Wholesaler is an hon- 
est one, and because I think there are 
others that would like to know more 
about the true but peculiar facts of 
precanceldom. Mr. Korthand wants 
to know about the marketing of pre- 
cancels, about the high catalog value 
but low price of bulk lots, the diffi- 
culty of selling scarce varieties to 
dealers and lastly he comments on 
the immensity of the precance] field 
stating that there are 138,000 varie- 
ties of Bi-Cents alone. Well to deny 
any or all of the above would be like 
being a Democrat in a Republican as- 
sembly, you would simply stamp 
yourself as an “agin It”. There are 
foundations of truth in every state- 
ment made yet unless you yourself 
have collected dealt and traded, all 
three a must, I don’t feel you can 
justly claim to know or see how or 
why these things are true. About high 
catalog value and the catalogs. I ad- 
mit the situation was confusing but 
unless you knew the why and where- 
fore you could not justly criticize the 
publishers of the precancel catalogs. 
Their task has been largely a thank- 
less job and certainly a profitless one. 
The Bureau Print catalog brought 
forth the first net priced catalog and 
since then an effort has been made 
to price all catalogs on a net basis. 
One current precancel edition is still 
priced on a discount basis. Prices that 
seemed inflated generally derive from 
the old catalogs where discounts of 
items retailed sometimes reached 
80% or more. What then could a 
dealer pay on wholesale lots. Misin- 
terpreting the net prices of the newer 
catalogs are often practiced too. The 
prices given are for B copies, and a 
B copy does not touch the design and 
should show white between the perfs 
and the design yet any copy often is 
quoted as of the full net price. Dis- 
counts for inferior copies run up to 
75% of the net quoted prices. Yet 
few non precancel dealers will recog- 
nize the above fact at all. A stamp 
catalogs a dollar whether AAA or 
or badly dt. We have tried hard to bring 
this to the attention of collectors and 
dealers but without much success. It 
Is true the precancel field is peculiar 
and one of its outstanding peculiari- 





ties is the fact that there are prac- 
tically no wholesale precance] dealers. 
Each dealer is his own wholesaler and 
every collector is a semi-wholesaler. 
Whether this is good or bad I can’t 
say but I think that the above state- 
ments sums up that situation pretty 
good. 


There are some precancel dealers 
who would take violent exceptions to 
the statement that it is hard to sell 
high priced varieties to dealers. Here 
again the facts should be more readily 
examined. If bureaus, a reasonable 
objection would be sustained, if city 
types we agree heartily. No longer is 
the general collector a dominate 
figure in the precancel field, almost 
every precancel collector has his pet 
collections, and the high priced old 
varieties are not the ones he is going 
after, so the dealer in turn is not 
going to lay out gelt for something 
he figures he has little chance of sell- 
ing. Why could old European stamps 
up until recently be bought at such 
large discounts, the answer simply, 
no one interested, no more general 
collectors. 


Before I start on the immensity of 
the precancel field I want to amend 
the statement about 13,000 Bi-Cents. 
My friend C. W. Sachs of Columbus, 
built up a collection of over 20,000 
varieties of Bi-Cents and didn’t have 
them all then. There is no doubt that 
there are more than 250,000 varieties 
of precancels. Despite this I still ad- 
vocate the building of a general col- 
lection for sheer enjoyment and satis- 
faction. Forget about ever getting it 
complete. You will get complete sets 
from some towns, complete sets of 
commemoratives and the like. You 
don’t need to take all you see. You 
will really get your fun out of the 
different things that will come your 
way. Doubles, errors, interesting 
breaks, colored inks, etc. I addressed 
the last few statements to collectors 
generally as I feel that dealers have 
little time to collect stamps and a 
hard enough time collecting some of 
their bills and to you Jack I don’t 
suppose you will ever make a pre- 
cancel collection so you will still be 
in the dark why precancels catalog 
so high and sell so low, why you 
can’t sell a dealer high priced varie- 
ties and why anyone would want to 
be interested in a field where there 
are so darned many of the things.

When Currency Was Changed 





The American colonies of the Brit- 
ish Empire have at times suffered 
much inconvenience due to their use, 
or attempted use of British currency 
of pence, shillings and pounds, when 
the commercial houses of the colonies 
transacted busines in the decimal coin- 
age of the ret of the Americas. Brit- 
ish Honduras was one of these colo-

nies. Its first issues of stamps were in 
British currency, worth approximately 
four shillings and two pence to the 
dollar (U. S.). Neighboring Guatemala 
had changed to decimal currency in 
1881 and the British Colony at last 
followed suit in January 1888, issuing 
surcharged stamps for that purpose. 
The old stamps were surcharged with 
values of 2c, 10c, 20c and 50c. A nee 
for 1c stamps was overlooked and con- 


‘sequently 2c were’ bisected. Not for 


several years were definite decimal 
stamps issued and then in the stand- 
ard key plate design of other colonies. 


® Mauritius Special Delivery stamps 
were at first mistakenly used for for- 
eign correspondence as well as inland, 
and to stop such mistakes the postal 
authorities added the word “IN- 
LAND” to the overprint. The stamps 
inscribed “FOREIGN” were for use 
on lettérs to countries reciprocating 
in special delivery service.
